Richard V. Lindabury of Newark, N. J., 
apoke for five hours in defense of the cor- 
poration after Jacob M, Dickinson, chief 
counsel for the government in the present 
case, had concluded hia opening address, 
whieh bad consumed more than six 
hours. 


Relates History of Industry. 

Mr. Lindabury, in opening for the de- 
fenee, went inte the history of the iron 
and steel industry exhaustively, giving 
@ picture of the uncertain conditions in 
the business before the coming of the 
steel corporation. 

He said that when it was formed there 
was no thought of a menopoly and no 
thought of suppressing competition. The 
only thought of the promoters waa to 
have plants that could take the raw ma- 
terial and lay down the finished product 
at home and abroad at prices that could 
not be bettered by other manufacturers, 
Mr. Lindabury added, 

To prove this, he called the attention of 
the court to the steel corporation's atate- 
rent that neither the Cambria, Penneyl- 
vanie, Lackawanna, nor Bethlehem Steel 
company was taken into the corporation. 

Denies Overcapitalization. 

Counsel for the defense denied that the 
steel corporation waa overcapitalized. 
Mr. Lindabury said the claim of the gov~ 
ernment is based om the value of the prop- 
erties taken over by the steel corporation 
considered as independent units inatead of 
on their value in combination for legiti- 
mate manufacturing purposes. 

Mr. Lindabury, in summing up that part 
of bia argument relating to the ectual 
formation of the corporetion, said: 

“The ofganization was but a natural 
and normal development from existing 
trade and manufacturing conditions and 
was only notable because of the largeness 
of the conception which underlay it and 
the courage exhibited in undertaking to 
carry it out. 

“ But ability to think large and courage 
to execute the thought are not condemned 
by the law.

LETTER from H. N. Higinbotham 

to John Barton Payne, president of 

the south park board, protesting 

against the treatment the three 

caravels, Pinta, Nina, and Santa 
Maria have received from the present 
commissioners was read at the regular 
meeting of the board, held yesterday at 
Washington park. 

When the caravels were turned over to 
the board, Mr. Higinbotham’s letter re- 
cited, it was not intended that they were 
to be sent elsewhere and subjected to the 
danger of damage and destruction. They 
were given into the hands of the commis- 
sioners, together with a fund of $3,000, to 
be used for their proper maintenance, 
with the understanding that they were to 
be kept in the lagoon at Jackson park.

In commenting on the letter, John F. 
Nell, secretary of the board, said there 
was nothing in the conditions that accom- 
panied the custody of the caravels that 
forbade their being sent to other parts of 
the country to provide instruction and 
amusement. “He referred to the claim 
that the board was not taking proper. 
care of the models as without foundation. 

The question has arisen over the action 
of the board in allowing the three cara- 
vels to be sent to the Panama-Pacific 
international exhibition at San Francisco, 
to be returned to Chicago in 1917. The 
Nina and the Pinta have already been 
returned, their transportation to the 
western coast having been found imprac- 
tical. The Santa Maria, in charge of 
Charies Stevensori, a. professional oars- 
man, is still in the east.

Sidewalk and Things 
Begin to Happen. 


CRASH GO THE DISHES. 


Four men met yesterday around a table 
in one of the private rooms of the Boston 
Oyster house under the Morrison hotel. 
The room they occupied was one of those 
under the Clark street sidewalk, through 
which a dim light from the street filters 
through the thick glass “ deal lights,” 
imbedded in the pavement. 

The men met to discuss the subject of 
safety. They are Coroner Peter Hoffman, 
head of the public safety commission; 
Peter Kambros, editor of the Greek Star 
and chairman of the railroad crossing 
committee of the commission; H. Walter 
Heegstra, a consulting advertiser at 18 
South Lea Sallé street; and Anderson Pace. 
industrial commissioner of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce. 


Dangers Everywhere, 

** Hundreds of lives are being sacrificed 
in Chicago every year,’’ said Coroner 
Hoffman. “So many useless dangers 
lurk where ever we go that we cannot 
tell when we leave home in the morning 
whether we—”’ ‘ 

Bang!!! Splash!!! 

One of the “ slugs '’ from the sidewalk 
above, dislodged by some heavy foot, had 
fallen with a crash in a coffee cup, break- 
ing the china and spashing coffee over the 
* safety firsters."’ 

“As I was saying,” continued Coroner 
Hoffman, ‘“‘ the dangers are many and 
varied. Fires, for instance, death from 
burns, often——”’

Another Reduction in Minimum 
Prices Fixed for Oil Stocks—Cur- 
rency Sent to New Orleans. 


New York, Oct. 21.—Continued heavy 
purchases of various commodities and 
general merchandise in this country by 
agents of several of the European coun 
tries now at war have become a decided 
factor in the foreign exchange situation. 

Cables and sights drafts on London de- 
clined again today, but rallied slightly 
later as offerings of bills grew scarcer.
